—  Several  villages 
along^  tht  northern  cout  of  Newfoundland  were  evac- 
uated tonight,  when  a  strong  westerly  breeze  drove 
a  wall  of  fire  toward  the  settlers  and  cut  off  all  escape 
except  by  water. 

Hunrads  of  small  boats  carried  the  panic>stricken

Joseph  Wriggles  worth,  one  of  the 
oldest  residents  of  Victoria,  and 
well  known  as  a  water  diviner,  died 
last  night  In  St.  Joseph's  Hospital 
after  a  .-  lort  Illness.  Mr.  Wrlgglss- 
worth,  who  was  bom  at  Orimstone 
.York.  England,  on  Septem- 
ber 13,  1840,  was  in  his  ninety-third 
year.

Among  the  many  Interesting  facts 
that  ttils  haidy  pioneer  could  recall 
with  amasing  clarity  in  spite  of  hts 
advanced  years,  and  wUhln  a  few 
months  of  his  death,  were  the  ar- 
rival at  Victoria  of  Oovemor-Oen 
eral  D-.ifferin.  and  the  terrible  fire 
<if  1886  that  wiped  out  the  city  of 
Vancouver  Ho  wa^  in  Vancouver 
a  few  day.s  before  the  fire  and  a 
few  days  afier.  He  also  remem- 
bered the  arrival  of  Ih'^  Canadian 
Pacific  RaUway  to  the  western 
seaboard  of  Canada. 

WATER  DIVINER 
Perhaps  the  most  unu.sual  talent 
poascBsed  by  Mr.  Wngglesworth  was 
hla  power  as  a  water  diviner.  He 
dlaoovered  that  lie  had  this  power 
quite  by  accident  after  a  demonstra- 
tion In  the  Cariboo  country.  He  tried 
his  hand  at  it  and  found  that  he 
could  do  it  bettor  than  his  Instnic 
tor.  After  that  time  he  devolped  it 
to  a  fine  art,  and  during  his  life 
time   found   over   1,000   wells  for 
cllent-s  in   different  parta  of  the 
country.

He  had  often 
remarked  ttiat  be  wished  he  could 
find  someone  who  would  oarry  on 
the  work,  as  he  would  have  been 
able  to  tell  them  many  thlng.s  to 
improve  the  art  of  water  divining 
because,  he  .said,  lus  the  years  had 
gone  on  he  had  learned  many  new 
things  about  it.

Mr.  Wrigglc-sworth  married  Miss 
Sarah  Allatt.  of  Vlrt/oria.  In  1878. 
His  wife  predeceased  hi  in  bv 
eral  years.

Charles  and  William,  both  of 
Victoria,  and  a  daughter.  Mrs

"To  take  but  one  instance,  the 
dean  of  Canadian  banklnt;  Bir  John 
Alrd,  was  on  the  scene  a-s  early  as 
1883  as  H  representative  of  a  bank 
which  had  become  Interested  in  one 
of  the  bonanza  farniK  <>f  that  time.

MEETS  ABNORMAL  CONDITIONS 

"As  you  are  well  aware,  condi- 
tions during  the  last  three  years 
have  been  such  that  the  abnormal 
Incentive  to  traden,  domsotlc  and 
foreign,  to  take  over  the  producers' 
crops  during  the  marketing  season, 
has  been  seriously  weakened.  Ac- 
cordingly, the  burden  of  carrying 
the  producers  throughout  the  mar- 
keting period  has  been  borne  by  the 
banks,  with  the  guarantees  of  the 
Provincial  and  Federal  Govern- 
ments, Instead  of  by  those  who  usu- 
ally le.ssen  the  prndiicer.s'  ri.sks 
through  hedKing  and  other  quit/- 
proper  speculative  operations.  Until 
this  year,  however,  when  wheat 
planting  was  curtailed  by  reason  of 
the  low  prices  prevailing  a  few 
months  ago.  the  grain  acreage  has 
not  only  been  maintained,  hut  even 
increased  In  aome  of  the  Inter- 
vening periods,  and  throughout  this 
depresslan,  Canada  has  held  her 
place  in  the  world  wheat  trade,  ac- 
counting during  the  1932-33  "wheat 
year"  for  about  40  per  cent  of 
world  exports  These  fact.s  stand 
in  contradiction  of  anv  statement 
that  the  banks  have  had  a  purpr>se- 
ful  programme  of  credit  re.-.trlction 

"TTiere  Is  an  auxiliary  piece  of  i 
credit  machinery  which  has  served 
Canada,  and  the  Prairie  Provinces 
In  particular,  with  outatandlng  suc- 
cess. Thto  to  the  Finance  Act. 
Orlflnally- framed  in  1014  to  meet 
the  atrahi  ef  war  conditions,  it  has 
become  a  permanent  section  of  the 
credit  structure.  Like  other  meas- 
ures, conspicuous  for  their  effec- 
tiveness, it  is  .simple  In  operation, 
yet  Inexpensive;  I  u.se  the  latter 
word  In  relation  to  the  public  for. 
in  the  last  analysis,  the  public  bears 
the  expense  of  any  of  its  services 
Without  the  cost  of  an  elaborate 
establLshment  and  a  .separate  staff. 
It  fulfills  the  redlftcountlng  (unction 
of  a  central  bank.  Thus,  the  banks 
having  among  their  aaseto  high- 
grade  securities  or  oonunerdal  paper 
•  promissory  notes  and  bilto  of  ex- 
hange  backed  by  commodities), 
nay  turn  these  Into  fresh  credit  by 
rediscouatlng  them  with  the  Domin- 
ion Oovemment.

Already   an   industry   has  been 
planned  for  the  purpose  of  taking  advantage 
of  thla  preference.  It  will  employ  7,000  men  di- 
rectly and  a  slightly  smaller  number  Indirectly. 
It  will  produce  100,000  tons  of  petrol  or  30,000,- 
OCO  gallons  a  year,  and  in  the  proceaa  will  con- 
fUme  SSO.OOO  tons  of  coal  a  year. 
*    Britain  Is.  according  to  Mr  J.  L.  Garvin  wrlt- 
Ihg  in  The  Observer,  starting  "a  big  and  Xar- 
ranging  adventure."   The  Initial  Induatry  will 
Only  supply  one-thlrtleth  part  of  the  nation's 
|otal  consumption  of  oil,  which  amountd  to  1.- 
100,000.000  gaUons.  The  beginning  In  home  pro- 
ducflon  i.s  to  be  a  plant  for  the  hydrogen  pro- 
l^ss  to  be  installed  at  Blilingham.    As  well  as 
|hla,  however,  there  is  the  Fuel  Research  Station 
and  there  I.s  the  Low  Temperature  Carbonlza- 
ilon  Company  at  Askern.    At  the  latter  plant 
^mokeleaa  coke  Is  the  staple,  with  a  promise  of 
a  .strong  contribution  to  the  home  production 
of  motor-spirit.   There  Is  In  prospect  a  smoke- 
less civilization. 

By  the  new  mrthnrta  nnw  being  put  to  com- 
ercial  use  Britain  is  promised  restored  employ-

■iven  on  the  home  manufacture  of  hydro-carbon 
bila  wUl  be  £1.000,000  a  year,  but  it  is  felt  that 
ihla  will  be  more  than  offset  by  Increased  em- 
ployment. It  is  pii'vidod  that  the  preference 
Irill  only  be  for  a  limited  period,  long  enough  to 
ftacertalA  if  the  conversion  of  coal  into  oil  Is 
praoticable  on  a  sound  commercial  ba.sls.  The 
price  to  be  paid  la  not  great;  it  is  leas  than  that 
paid  for  the  production  of  lugar  fnmi  beet.  In 
kll  countries  now  suffering  from  lack  of  mar- 
keU  for  coal  products  the  eaperiment  wiU  be

Dr.  Rutherford  put  down  Insomnia  in  some 
cases  to  excessive  smoking;  Indeed,  he  regard.s 
thl.i  as  a  fairly  common  contributory  cau.so  of 
mental  Illness.  Its  effects,  he  says,  are  not  so 
<A)vlous  as  those  of  alcohol,  for  alcohol.  If  taken 
in  .stiff  Iclont  quant  it  le.«;.  will  .soon  terminate  the 
desire  for  Its  consumption  by  means  of  the  pro- 
duotlon  of  an  extreme  psyehods.  In  the  case 
of  excessive  smoking,  however,  the  effect*  are 
insidious.  There  i.s  the  production  of  gastric 
Ijlsturbances,  loss  of  appetite  and  a  generally 
wwered  physical  condition  which  makes  a  men- 
tal attack  likely  to  occur  with  little  other  prov- 
ocation. Dr.  Rutherford  says:  "One  contem- 
plates with  some  alarm  the  future  of  a  Rcnera- 
tkm  yet  unborn  the  mothers  of  which  are  har- 
rassed  with  a  desire  for  aUmnaii  and  exeasslve
